Pine Rinan Agenoy, S. D., Jan. 12.—[Spe- 
cial.]—The Indians have camped within one 
mile of the agency. A band of 300 df them 
have placed their tents just under cover of the 
Hotchkiss gun in the camp of B and H Com- 
panies to the north. ; 

Their lodges are in a ravine, extending to 
the east. There are fully 7,000 of them, and, 
with the exception of the bucks who are raid- 
ing, they are said to be bent on surrender. 

Little Wound is trying to get into the 
agency tonight, but scouts say that he cannot 
get away. They report that the restless band 
is doing its best to corral Little Wound. They 
fear that he with his following will favor dis- 
armament. This they won't have. What 
Miles will do no one can tell, but those in the 
agency hope that he will crush the Indians in 
case they refuse to give up their guns. 

The young bucks have broken away from 
the control of their chiefs. They have fired 
every haystack that came within their reach. 
Bent on preventing the others from coming 
in the bucks have shot the ponies of their 
peacefully-inclined brothers.

Representative Paddock, one of the Repub-

“Attorney Harry claimed that there were 
seventy-six votes which he thought the evi- 
dence established were illegally cast for Mr. 
Hamilton. I infer from what he states that 
a large number of these votes were cast 
by men who were unmarried and even away 
from their father’s home and chose to be regis- 
tered in the voting. precincts where they were 
working and voted in such precincts. I am 
credibly informed that the statement of Mr. 
Harry that he has seventy-six votes will not, 
when the evidence is scrutinized, bear out his 
assertion. It is a well-established fact that a 
single man is a voter in that precinct where 
he resides and labors if he choose to make it 
his voting precinct, and a contest based upon 
the illegality of such election domicile would 
seem to be frivolous. It is probably true 
that in a county with. about twenty- 
five voting precincts a w votes may 
be found to have deen irregularly 
cast, and possibly two or three by 
persons not qualified to vote at all, but when 
the evidence of Mr. Hamilton is examined it 


will be found, I am informed by the attorney 


that the number of-disqualified voters that 
voted for Mr. Butzow outnumbers those that 
voted far Mr. Hamilton, and there is here 
more an offset. It will be found further 
that the number of those who voted in wrong 
precincts for Mr. Butzow was greater than 
those who did the same thing for Mr. Hamil- 
ton. Surveying the whole field, I believe the 
evidence of Mr. Hamilton will establish the 
fact in a net result that his majority is greater 
than the number accredited to him in the can- 
vases of the votes. 

„The evidence will show that this Artesia 
cut-off was not a subdividing of the town in 
election precincts but was the setting off of a 
part of the town of Artesia to another town, 
and in order to do this thing it was necessary 
for the voters and supervisors to have a 
petition from the majority of the voters 
of the town of Artesia, whereas, as a 
matter of fact, they had only a petition 
signed by twenty or thirty voters and the 
whole thing was null and void. That disposes 
of these votes. 


AS CHAIRMAN MATHEWS VIEWS IT. 


The Republican Senator on the Attempt to 
Oust Hamilton. 

Serhat, III., Jan. 12.—Senator Milt 
Mathews, Chairman of the Elections Com- 
mittee in the Senate and member of the steer- 
ing committee, remained in Springfield over 
Sunday to investigate the election contest 


thoroughly, and in reply to an inquiry as to 


the situation said: 

“The case against Mr. Hamilton of Iro- 
quois, the one which I see Gen. Palmer says is 
the only one in which a contest will be at all 
entertained by the patriots of the House 
Elections Committee, is just as flimsy and 
technical as the pretended case against Mc- 
Crone. A township had been divided into two 
precincts since the preceding election 
and a few voters cast their votes in 
the precincts in which they did not 
reside. It could surely have made no 
difference with the result as between the two 
candidates for Representative. His expulsion 
would be an equal outrage to that of expelling 
McCrone._ As to the contest against McCrone 
it is identical with the noted Connell, case of 
Aledo, passed. on by the Suprem& Court. 
Judge J. H. Connell was in 1886 elected 
County Judge of Mercer County. The lay in 
the case of a County Judge requires the 
five years’ residence to be next prior to the 
election, which is not the case with Mr. Mc- 
Crone. Judge Connell had resided at Aledo 

up to 1882. In May of that year he

Capt. Taylor says that the main body is 
within a mile and one-half of the agency. The 
guard has been increased to a size that takes 
nearly every able-bodied man in the 
regular service. The Indians that appeared 
in the front of Dougherty’s command were 
appareled in the garb of old times. They 
were stripped and shook lances and old 
weapons towards the troops. The main body 
may come in, but the fellows who have now 
started on the warpath may spread desolation 
through the country surrouncing this agency. 

The people here are thoroughly frightened. 
The squaw men and half-breeds are moving 
out with their families. The chances are that 
a row will occur shortly. 

Kicking Bear Wants to Fight. 

Kicking Bear is restless and is trying to 
bring about a council by means of which he 
will, after bringing his band to his own way of 
thinking, attempt to make a break through 
Brooke’s line. Fully 100 bucks have come in 
today. The sentinels at the outposts have 
orders todisarm them. The bucks ride up 
with an air ot innocence and say that their 
weapons were taken away from them before 
they left the camp. The truth of the matter is 
that the returned bucks have caghed their 
arms at places where they best know how to 
find them. 

A striking illustration of the way the com-

As far out as the military authorities 
would allow your correspondent to go a view 
shows that there are fires occurring in all 
directions. 

Gen. Miles has just issued an order that will 
prevent Buffalo Bill and Dr. McGillicuddy 
from holding a conference with the reds at a 
point that the hostiles had determined upon. 
The reason advanced for the order is that it is 
unsafe for a white man to show his face among 
the incoming bucks; who may take a streak 
and kill the very men whom they are said to 
regard as friends. Gen. Brooke has sent a 
message the purport of which is that he 1s 
close on the heels of the reds. He may be 
able to watch the camp closely enough to keep 
the greater number from hiding their rifles, 

Squaws and Papooses Die of Exposure, 

The squaws and papooses are said to be 
suffering so with the cold that many of them 
have died. 

A Brule came in here this morning with a 
ghost shirt on. He was disarmed, but on ap- 
plication his rifle was restored and he went 
whoopimg off again in the field. 

Jack Red Cloud is about the agency now 
with rather a seared look on his face. He has 
doubled “twice on his own race and the pale- 
faces, and now that the climax is coming he 
seems to fear for results. 

W. D. Kelly, who came here to look for the 
remains of his brother, James E. Kelly of the 
Seventh Cavalry, found the grave of his 
brother in the Episcopal graveyard today. 
Trooper Kelly h been buried in his uni- 
form, and his body showed that he died fight- 
ing, and fighting bravely. A half-emptied re- 
volver was found by him and his saber was 
bent. 


HOSTILES COMING IN AT LAST, 


They Camp Within a Short Distance of 
Pine Ridge Agency. 

Prixz Rund, S. D., Jan. 12.4The hostiles 
have gone into camp a short distance beyond 
the picket lines. which are about three-quar- 
ters of a mile north of theagency. The 
breastworks occupy several prominent bluffs, 
and command the valley, which is nearly two 
miles wide and about as many miles in length. 
They are guarded by a three and two-tenth- 
inch Hotchkiss gun, which has a range of four 
miles. This belongsto Capt. Capron of the 
First Artillery. There are also Companies B 
and Hof the First Infantry. Both battery 
and infantry are under the command of Capt. 
Dougherty. At the northern extremity 
of the valley, beyond White Clay Creek, 
and at the base of a semi-circle

In order to get money for the 
construction of the Capitol the defendants 
made ah arrangement by which Sturges was 
to go to England to raise 
necessary funds, This was in 1884 and at that 
time American securities were down, and par- 
ticularly those connected with land. In En- 
gland Sturges formed a syndicate known as 
the Capitol Land and Investment company 
and during the course of five years sold capital 
stock amounting to $5,000,000. 

During all this period John V. Farwell was 
familiar with what Sturges was doing, but 
Charles B. Farwell and Mr. Taylor are said to 
have been on unfriendly terms with Sturges 
and they are accused ot always standing in the 
way of a settlement. For the work performed 
by Sturges he was to receive half of the $10,- 
000,000 of capital stock of the English syndic- 


ate. 
Didn’t Want to Pay Sturges, 
After Sturges carried out his part of the 
agreement he came to America to receive his 
reward as promised. He had much difficulty 


in making any terms whatever with the de- 


fendants. Sturges said he would leave the 
matter to three arbitrators in England or in 
America, but to this arrangement Charles B. 
and Taylor objected. Sturges then agreed to 
select eighteen good business-men, who were 
to select three, to adjust the difference, and 
this offer, as well as one to leave the matter to 
either of Judges Gresham, Blodgett, Tuley, or 
Moran, was refused. There was nothing todo 
but bring this suit. : 

While negotiations for settlement were

for sale. It was then Sturges filed his bill and 
secured an injunction restraining John V. Far- 
well and the other defendants from attempt- 
ing to collect the note or disposing of the se- 
curities. 

In response to this suit the defendants filed 
an answer denying all the allegations made by 
Sturges and declaring he was entitled to noth- 
ing. They averred that Sturges represented 
that he was going to England and said that if 
he could do anything in the way of looking up 
funds he would do so on account of friendship. 
Nothing has been done in the chancery litiga- 
tion, although the suit is in shape for trial. 

“The promoter of a scheme of this nature, 
said Mr. Monroe, “is usually entitled to 10 
per cent of the amount of stock and also 10 
per cent of the debenfures. Mr. Sturges 
thinks he is entitled to the entire amount he 
sues for.“ 

It is said that the land in Texas which was 
given to defendants has greatly enhanced in 
value. The land has been leased to the En- 
glish syndicate for five years at the rate of 
$500,000 per annum with the privilege of a re- 
newal. All the agreements to submit the dif- 
ferences to arbitrators have been broken, 
Sturges says, and he claims to have evidence 
to show that the defendants acknowldge that 
they are indebted to him in a large sum. 


COMPARES HIM WITH COL, SELLERS. 


George F. Westover, Attorney for the Far- 
wells, Talks About Sturges. 

George Westover, attorney for the Farwells, 
was seen last night in regard to the case, and 
spoke freely about Sturges and what he .sup- 

was the nature of the suit. 

He had not heard that suit had been b 
and consequently knew nothing of its specific 
points, but when told that it was for $1,250,000 
he slightly laughed and expressed some astun- 
ishment that the claim was 80 small. 

“Sturges,” he said, is a man compared 
to whom, Col. Sellers was a moderate advent- 
urer, and who, although not having a cent of 
capital except on paper, is always on the eve 
of owning millions. A scheme that had only 
a few hundred thousands in it would be too 
small for the penniless Sturges; it must have 
from $10,000,000 to $50,000,000 in it to meet 
his expectations. 
“He is a remarkable old man of about 70 
years, but not to be confided in. For years 
he has been trying to bulldoze the Farwells, 
especially J. V., and the latter has been his 
victim more than once. He has been threat-

The answers of the defendants denied that 
Sturges was ever authorized to act as their 
agent in Europe, and averred that they had 
repeatedly refused to employ him in that 
capacity. It is averred that Sturges said he 
was going to Europe on private business and 
offered to secure subscriptions vf money to 
carry out the Texas scheme. 

Sturges, it was said, represented that he had 
secured subscriptions to a large amount, 

this John V. Farwell found to be 
false. As a matter of convenience, a 
contract with London parties was made in 
Sturges’ name for the benefit of the syndic- 
ate, but afterwards Sturges tried to get all the 
benefit of the contract. The Farwells inti- 
mated that the $140,000 was given Sturges to pre- 
vent him from circulating rumors that would’ 
have heen fatal to the success of the Freehold 
Land and Investment company: He also 
threatened to sue the Farwells for $2,000,000 
damages for breach of contract, and the 
$140,000 was a sort of sp to Sturges to pre- 
vent any such action. 

Sturges, in a letter published July 26, denied | * 
these statements and made the charges against 
the Farwells embodied in the present suit.

WAITING FOR NEW RULES. 


The House at Present Without «a Parlia- 
mentary Rudder. 

Spuiverrerp, III., Jan. 12.—[Special. ]}—The 
business of the House will not proceed rapidly 
until the body has adopted rules for its gov- 
ernment. At present it is wabbling about 
with nothing more than Cushing’s manual for 
a parliamentary rudder. The majority of the 
committee has prepared and submitted to the 
minority a draft of rules for the session, There 
are some changes among the committees and 
the addition of some new ones, made neces- 
sary by the World's Fair and other projects. 
The only difference Face relates to the ref- 
erence of bills to committee as they were in- 
troduced. Under the old rules the introducer 
of a bill could have it referred to a com- 
mittee of his own selection, and xt 
was generally sent to a committee of 
which the aforesaid introducer was a member. 
In this way the man who offered the bill had 
it under his control, and he could push it or 
retard its progress as he saw fit.

Ald, Dunham Thinks It Is an Obstruction 
to Navigation.

DISLIKE OF THE BOARD OF TRADE 
FOR THE WESTERN UNION, 


President Baker, in His Second Inaugural 
Address, Roundly Denounces the Tele- 
graph Company—Members Loudly Ap- 
plaud, and a Committee Is Appointed to 
Formulate a Pian for Private Lines Be- 
tween Exchanges—Reports Read at the 
Annual Meeting. 


The annual meeting of the Chicago Board 


of Trade yesterday was a triumph for the 


administration of President Baker. The anti- 
telegraph company and anti-bucket-shop 
members had everything their own way. 
President Baker’s second inaugural address 
was pointed and pithy. He scored the West 
ern Union Telegraph company unmercifully, 
and was loudly applauded for doing 0. Pri- 
vate telegraph lines for the use of exchanges 
were advocated, and the financial viuation 
and recent legislation touched upon A com- 
mittee of five was appointed to formulate a 
plan for the construction of an independent 
telegraph line to Board of Trade centers. 
The address of President Baker was in sub- 
stance as follows: 


At the beginning of the new year we have cause 
for mutual congratulation on the improgement in 
the business of the board and the excellent prom- 
ise of the future. 4 

You have generally codperated in the matter 
excluding the ä — companies from the floor 
and restricting members somewhat in their tele- 
graphic correspondence, so that quotations 
might _instantaneous and continuous 
might not be obtained for improper uses, and ex- 
perience has demonstrated that it is conditions 
that attract business and not mere quotations. 
Continuous guotations are only valuable to gam- 
blers who wager on prices regardless of condi- 
tions. What has been accomplished already is 
gratifying enough to encourage a continuance of 
your vigorous policy, but we may as well under- 
stand that we must make the fight alone. Other 
exch have taken a narrow view of the princi- 
ple involved and have sought to reap a passing 
advantage by hampering us in our efforts to en- 
tirely eradicate the bucket-shop evil. 

A Word About the Western Union. 


The Western Union Telegraph company has al- 
ways been the open or secret enemy of this board. 
It has fostered bucket-shops from the j 
and has given them facilities to the detriment of 
legitimate business. When the company was ex- 
cluded from our exchange hall, where it had oc- 
cupied a large space for T. without a dollar of 
compensation, it raised the rates upon your mes- 

Not content with this, it has forced you to 
submit to vexatious delays and poor service, as if 
to punish you for your independence. It is 
charged with aiding and abetting the sale of pre- 
tended quotations of our markets, regardless of 
the use to which such service may be put. Is it 
your desire to increase the power of that corpora- 
tion * os by invi them to closer rela- 
tions and offering them advantages they have 
been dispossessed of? 

Complaints have arisen of the absorption of 
speculative business by houses having the ad- 
vantage of special or private telegraph wires. 
While no one would deprive such houses of the 
advantage that legitimately accrues to them as a 
result of their enterprise and increased expenses, 
yet the interest of this association is not to foster 
monopoly in any direction. it is best for all of us 
that every one should reap a share of the benefit 
of the increase in the general business of the 
board. I cannot see at present any pro way to 
restrict any of our members in the employment of 
such expensive luxuries as private wires, so long 
as they comply with all the rules and require- 
ments of the association. The remedy lies in an- 
other direction, more in harmony with your hon- 
orable business instincts and the enterprise for 
which you are celebrated. 1 believe the time is 
ripe for the members of the several exchanges 
whose relations are intimate and important to 
build and own their own telegraph lines. This 
can be done by a compafly to be organized by you 
at a cost that would be trifling as com with 
the capitalization of the old companies.

The danger 
now is not in general conditions of business any- 
where, but in the threatened folly of the C 
of the United States. The exigencies of a silver 
pool in Wall street or the rapacity of mine-own- 
ers may yet prevail on this business U 1 
to enact such legislation as will wreck our mone- 
tary system. An earnest protest should up 
from every business community against the de- 
monetization of gold in the United States, which 
will inevitably follow the proposed legislation. 

The same Congress that passes stringent laws to 
exclude the Chinese from our shores, adopts that 
which is most pernicious in the political economy 
of the pagans, and cannot be made to see that 
what the business of this country most needs is to 

be let alone. It is not more legislation, but less 
that is required. It is difficult to name an act 
passed by this Congress that the country would 
not have been better without, and there will be a 
feeling of profound relief when the session ends. 

President Baker explained that a committee

CLEVELAND’S SILENCE ABOUT SILVER. 

Ex-President Cleveland attended the banquet 
given by the Young Men’s Democratic Associ- 
ation at Philadelphia Jan. 8, and talked at 
considerable length—as is his custom—to the 
toast, The Principles of True Democracy.” 
He had much to say about the National Elec- 
tion bill. He dilated on the principles of 
Jefferson and Jackson. He had something to 
say about the tariff. He pretended to mourn 
over the suffermgs of the farmers. He re- 
joiced over the recent elections. He begged 
the young men to vote the Democratic ticket. 

But he had not one brief word to say about 
the question of the moment, the subject which 
is engrossing everybody's attention, and which 
is of much more importance to business-men, 
workingmen, farmers—all classes of the com- 
munity—than what Jefferson said or Jackson 
did. Mr. Cleveland had nothing to say about 
financial legislation, or the free coinage of 
silver, though that is what the Senate is con- 
sidering, and not the force bill. What is 
the significance of this curious silence? 

There was a time when Mr. Cleveland was 
not so taciturn. Feb. 24, 1885, while still Gov- 
ernor of New York, but just prior to his inau- 
guration, he wrote a letter to the Hon. A. J. 
Warner, an ultra-silver man then in Congress 
from Ohio, in which, replying to interrogato- 
ries put by Warner and others, he defined his 
position on the silver question. In that letter 
he said among other things: 

I hope that you concur with me and with the 
great majority of our fellow-citizens in deeming» 


it most desirable at the present juncture to main- 
tain and continne in use the mass of our gold 


coin as well as the mass of silver already 


coined. This is possible by a present suspension 
of the purchase and coinage of silver. I am not 
aware that by any other method it is pcssible. It 
is of momentous importance to prevent the two 
metals from parting company; to prevent the in- 
creasing displacement of gold by the increasing 
coinage of silver; to prevent the disuse of gold in 
the custom-houkes vf the United States in the 
daily business of the people; to prevent the 
ultimate expulsion of gold by silver. Sucha 
financial crisis as these events would certainly 
precipitate, were it now to follow upon so long a 
period of commercial depression, would involve 
the people of every city and every State in 
the Union in a prolonged and disastrous trouble. 
The revival of business enterprise and prosperity, 
so ardently desired and apparently so near, would 
be hopelessly postponed. Gold would be with- 
drawn to its hoarding-places, and an unprece- 
dented contraction in the actual volume of our 
currency would speedilytake place. Saddest of 
all, in every workshop, mill, factory, store, and on 
every railroad and farm the wages of labor, al- 
ready depressed, would suffer still fufther de- 
pression by ascaling down of the purchasing 
power of every so-called dollar paid into the hand 
of toil. 

Being in favor of the suspension of the coin- 
age of silver he was, of course, unalterably 
opposed to its free coinage. 

It has been intimated of late that Mr. Cleve- 
land has retracted his views on the silver ques- 
tion. There is, however, no evidence of it. 
Neither in any letter yet made public nor in 
any speech has he qualified the opinions he 
expressed in 1885. But his singular silence 
on the all-important subject and the fact that 
he has made no disclaimer of the reports that 
he has changed his sentiments seem to be 
troubling the New York Evening Post some- 
what and induce it to reprint prominently the 
letter to Congressman Warner. 

The truth probably is that Mr. Cleveland, in 
spite of the moral coyrage’’ which the 
Democrats say he is endowed with, is afraid 
at this moment to say or write anything on 
the free-coinage question. If he has not 
altered the views he held in February of 1885 
and during his Presidential term—for the 
radical anti-silver views of Mr. Manning, the 
Secretary of the Treasury, Cleveland's favor- 
ite Cabinet officer, would not have been set 
forth at length in the Secretary’s reports if 
they had not met with the full approval of the 
President—he must look on free coinage as a 
measure ruinous to the interests of the coun- 
try. He must believe that its effect would be 
an inflow of silver from all parts of the world 
and the outflow of all the American gold fo re- 
turn no more, leaving this country on a mono- 
metallic basis, not, however, a gold one like 
that of England, but a silver one like that of 
British India. He must consider free coinage 
as dishonest as it is unwise. 

Yet he has not a word to say on the subject. 
The party to which he belongs is at present 
busily engaged in an effort to saddle on the 
Republicans in Congress the responsibility 
for the adoption of free coinage. The Demo- 
crate will furnish the votes which may be 
needed to put the measure through, and then 
when the mischievous results begin to show 
themselves they will point at the Republicans 
and say, “You did it.“ Mr. Cleveland does. 
not dare to interfere with this pretty scheme. 
He does not think it politic to attack those 
Democrats who are for free coinage in the 
rough way in which he did the Randall pro- 
tection Democrats. : 

It may be also that he is afraid that the 
declaration of radical views on the silver ques- 
tion would hurt his chances for renomination. 
Public notice has been served on him since his 
Philadelphia speech, and private notice may 
have been served on him before, that it will be 
wise for him to go slow on the silver question. 
In his speech Saturday on the pending bill 
Senator Morgan of Alabama said, after stating 
to the Senate the views entertained and ex- 
pressed by the late Senator Beck of ee

Mr. Cleveland, who is a very large man, and 
in his own estimation a very great one. 


It is 
difficult to tell just yet how far the conven- 
tions in the Southern States next spring will 
be controlled by men who share the silver 
views of the Farmers’ Alliance. The delegates 
to be sent by some of the Southern States to the 
next Democratic National Convention may 
have strange financial notions. It is politic 
undoubtedly for Mr. Cleveland to keep his 
mouth shut till he sees which way this silver 
cat will jump. But the fact that he does stay 
bottled up on the only subject which is now be- 
fore the people shows that he is not the pos- 
sessor of that moral courage he has been 
credited with. He is not going to talk out in 
meeting about silver till he knows that he can 
do so without hurting his own chances or m- 
terfering with the plans of his party to get 
through some dangerous legislation and put 
the responsibility on the Republicans. He is 
a tricky politician and not a courageous 
statesman. 


THE ELECTORAL VOTE OF MICHIGAN. 
A Democratic member of the Michigan Leg- 
islature, both branches of which are controlled 


by his party ths year, thanks to the McKinley 


bill, has given notice that he intends to intro- 
duce a bill providing for the election of Presi- 
déntial Electors by Congressional districts. His 
buncombe reason for his scheme is that it will 
free the West from the oligarchy of New 
York millionaires.“ The real object is, of 
course, to get, by means of gerrymandered 
districts, a majority of the thirteen Electoral 
votes of Michigan for the Democratic Presi- 
dential candidate in 1892, It is the expecta- 
tion that by that year the State will swing 
back into the Republican column and that all 
its Electors, if chosen on a general ticket, 
would vote for the nominee of that party. 
There is nothing unconstitutional in this 
proposition. At an early day some States 
chose their Electors through the Legisiature— 
Democratic South Carolina did so up to the 
war. In other States they were elected on a 
general ticket, and in others, including Mas- 
sachusetts, Virginia, North Carolina, and Ken- 
tucky, and on one occasion New York, they 
were elected by districts. So it would not be 
illegal to elect by districts in Michigan, but it 
would be inequitable, for the only object of 
abandoning a system practiced now by all the 


States would be to steal some Republican 


Electors. The Democrats will be exceedingly 
careful not to introduce the district system in 
the Southern States, where its adoption would 
give the Republicans a few Electors, nor in 
any Northern State which they hope to carry 
next year. They will notintroduce it in New 
York or New Jersey because they think the 
present plan will give them all the Electors of 
those two States. They are for it in Michi- 
gan only because they think they cannot hold 
the State. 

At first the New York Electors were chosen 
by the Legislature. In 1800 the incoming 
Legislature was anti-Federal, the outgomg 
one Federal. Under orainary circumstances 
the former would have chosen the Electors. 
But in order to deprive Jefferson of a number 
of votes Hamilton appealed to Jay, the Gov- 
ernor, to call the old Legislature together be- 
fore the term of office of its members expired 
and let it choose the Electors. Jay was a 
strong Federalist, anxious. that Jefferson 
should be Uefeated, but he refused to do what 
Hamilton wished because it would be inequi- 
table. Will the Michigan Democrats have as 
keen a sense of honor? 

But the majority in the Michigan Legisla- 
ture need be in no hurry to act. It may be 
that things will shape themselves so that they 
will be sure of carrying the State by a heavier 
majority than last year. The McKinley bill 
gave them the State in 1890. If it remains on 
the statute books unsoftened and unpalatable, 
it will give them the State and all its Electoral 
votes in 1892. if the McKinley bill continues 
in force the Democrats will lose, not gain, 
Electoral votes by adopting the district system 
in Michigan. 


CALLING 4 CONSTITUTIONAL CONVENTION 

A Cregier organ, in an editorial pleading 
the necessity for calling aconvention to frame 
anew Constitution for this State, says: 


If the Legislature act promptly the question, 
Shall we have a constitutional convention? can be 
submitted to the people in April; but with the 
pressure of so many other matters upon the time 
of both Houses, and the Senatorial contest al- 
ways looming up before them, it is not to be ex- 
pected that any practical step can be taken in 
time to hand down the question before November 
next. The result would goto the next Legisla- 
ture, which would make arrangements for the 
constitutional convention as required by law. It 
cannot, therofore, in all probability be held until 
after the World’s Fair is over. 

It would be a good idea for the man

to read the Constitution of Illinois with some’ 


little care béfore writing about it. And it 
would be still better if after anything were 
written it was submitted before its publica- 
tion to the office lawyer, who is presumably 
familiar with the organic law of the State, in 
order that he might weed it of any blunders. 
Had this been done in the present instance 
there would have been no ridiculous state- 
ment about the submission to the people in 
April of this year of a proposition to call a 
constitutional convention. 

The Constitution provides that if two-thirds 
of each House of the General Assembly con- 
cur that a convention is necessary, the ques- 
tion shall be submitted to the electors “ at the 
next general election.” It is true that the 
town elections are held the first Tuesday in 
April, but they are not held all over the State 
—not in Chicago, and not in the counties not 
under township organization, which choose 
their Commissioners in November. There- 
fore there is no “ general election“ in April, 
nor is there one in November, 1891. Hence 
the time for taking the sense of the electors 
would be doubtless the general election in 
November of 1892. 

The next step would be taken by the Legis- 
lature chosen in 1892 and meeting in J anuary, 
1893, two years hence. That body would have 
to provide for a convention of 102 members 
elected in the same manner, places, and dis- 
tricts as the fifty-one Senators. It would have 
to fix the day for holding the election and the 
tune and place for the meeting of the conven- 
tion. It is not unlikely that it would decide 
to hold the election in April, 1898—certainly 
not earlier than that. 

The members chosen then would by the 
Constitution have to meet in at least three 
months. They might get together then in 
June, 1898. How long their work would take 
them is problematical. The last convention 
consumed just five months to a day. The pro- 
posed one would take at least that much time, 
and would not get through before the ist of 
November. It would be its duty to fix a day 
for voting on the new instrument, not less 
than two and not more than six months after 
its own adjournment. Therefore the electors 
would not have achance to pass on the new 
Constitution before January, 1894. These are 
all inside figures, and there is no likelihood 
that submission would take place before the 
summer or fall of 1894. Hence the Legislature 
chosen in November, 1894, and meeting in 
January, four years from now—would 
be the first which could pass laws under the 
new Constitution. 

But supposing the people do not like the 
new organic law when submitted to them, and 
refuse to 3 it, as they did with the 


done. Or supposing that the people being 


satisfied with the present Constitution and 
they have neither said nor done anything to 
show they are not—vote down the proposition 
to call a convention? Then two years will 
have been wasted, 

These facts, with which the Cregier organ 
ought to have been acquainted, will make it 
plain to it that of course there cannot be a 
constitutional convention until after the 
World's Fair is over, and that there can be 
no “emergency” legislation by the General 
Assembly to hurry up matters. And if the 
organ will seck for the sentiments of the peo- 
ple and not the tax-eaters it will find that 
there is not the remotest chance of any con- 
vention being held durmg this century at 
least. 


HOW TO SOLVE THE IRRIGATION PROBLEM 

Mr. Joseph Nimmo, the special agent of the 
Department of Agriculture who has been in- 
vestigating the question of the irrigation of 
the arid lands in Montana, Washington, Ore- 
gon, Idaho, and Colorado, has made a prac- 
ticaleand reasonable proposition, which, if 
adopted by the Government, will expedite the 
solution of the problem how to reclaim these 
waste lands and adapt them to cultivation. 
His proposition, in brief, is that the National 
Government shall grant these lands to the sev- 
eral States. 7 

Mr. Nimmo’s argument is an unanswerable 
one. He shows that these States in their Con- 
stitutions have affirmed their ownership of the 
waters within the State and have also adopted 
a provision that the water for irrigation pur- 
poses is applicable to the public uses. As the 
National Government has accepted these Con- 
stitutions, it follows that while it owns the 
worthless land—worthless, that is, without irri- 
gation—the State owns the water. The only 
agency that can make the Government’s land 
of any value belongs to the State. From this 
point of view it is not consistent that the 
State should make the appropriation while the 
Government controls the sale of the land, for 
the reason that it cannot be made practically 
or intelligently under such conditions. Again, 
as Mr. Nimmo says, the irrigation of land has 
its various conditions in different sections 
even when they are in the same State, which 
of course gives rise to many aspects of the 
same question which must engage legislative 


attention and to which it is impossible for 


Congress to give practical consideration. 


Eastern people and Eastern Congressmen have 


no practical knowledge of the methods and 
processes of irrigation. They can only be un- 
derstood by those who are on the ground and 
familiar with them by experience. It is purely 
a local, sectional question which cannot be 
dealt with by Congress without confusion and 
dissatisfaction. Mr. Nimmo is right when he 
says: 

Irrigation cannot be carried on under the laws 
of the riparian rights which prevail in the humid 
areas. In arid regions the law of appropriations 
for beneficial uses must and always will prevail,and 
the laws of pear per rights, with all their conse- 
quent social and industrial aims, must be set aside. 
But our Eastern lawyers and legislators are only 
familiar with the operation of these latter laws. 
Congress and the United States courts, however, 
have recognized the appropriation laws when 
local custom sanctions them. 

The arid lands now held by the Govern- 
ment are of no use to it or any one else. They 
cannot be made useful without the employ- 
ment of agencies which belong to the States 
and which can be applied intelligently only by 
the States. The Government, if it goes into 
the irrigation business, fan only do so at the 
risk of involving private rights and endanger- 
ing the rights of States. It will entail no loss 
upon the Government to cede these lands 
upon proper conditions, for the States will im- 
prove them, bring them under production, in- 
vite settlement, and increase their own wealth, 
which in turn will add to the National wealth. 
The Government has gone far enough in de- 
termining the irrigable area, the streams 
which can be used, and the proper locality for 
dams, reservoirs, etc. This information can 
be utilized by the States and will expedite the 
work. They will bear the expenses of recla- 
mation, do all the work, and do it promptly 
and practically, as they know just what is to 
be done, whereas if it is left to the Govern- 
ment it will be years before any action is 
taken, and even when it is taken it will end in 
a muddle. The whole question can, be solved 
by giving up these arid lands to the States, 
and there should be no objection to doing it 
at once, Even if there were no other consid- 
eration, it should be sufficient that the Nation- 
al Government is not competent to go into the 
irrigation business from any point of view. 

DIGGING THE CHANNEL, 

Chief-Engineer Worthen has been in the 
employment of the Sanitary Trustees only 
about three weeks, yet he has his report defin- 
ing the route of the proposed drainage chan- 
nel, estimating the total cost, and the length 
of time it will take to make the channel ready 
for presentation and publication. It would 
have been presented Saturday last but for the 
obstructive tactics resorted to by Mr. King, 
Mr. Wenter, and Mr. Russell, who seem to 
think it their duty to impugn the motives of 
their associates, to criticise them without 
cause, and to make themselves generally as 
disagreeable as possible. 

In Tur Trreunz of Sunday the route as de- 
fined in Mr. Worthen’s report was outlined 
with tolerable accuracy. The report itself 
will be given to the public today. It will 
serve to remove many déubts and misgivings 
as to the probable cost and the nature of the 
work, It will appear from it that the least 
costly route is that which will neither inter- 
fere with the use of the canal nor with 
the utility of the Desplaines River in 
disposing of flood waters. At only 
two points does it cross the Des- 
plaines. It does not cross the canal 
at any point. It is understood, however, that 
some of the trustees would prefer a route 
along the line ofthe canal, because in that 
way land damages could be avoided. But 
those land damages cannot be large in any 
case. They will be more than covered by the 
valuable dockage that will be created within 
the city through the construction of the new 
channel. Some pioperty-owners, it is under- 
stood, are willing to forego claims for dam- 
ages if the dock frontage is conceded to them 
without cost. Itis doubtful whether under 
the law this concession can be made by the 
trustees. But the question can be passed 
upon by the County Court, which will have to 
take into consideration benefits and damages. 

An important point which will be definitely 
settled by the report is the width and capacity 
of the proposed channel. It is to be 183 feet 
wide at the water level and about 172 feet wide 
at the bottom. The side walls, which are to 
be of rubble stone, are to be 22 feet high, al- 
lowing 3 feet over the water surfaco,1 foot 
of foundation below the bottom of the chan- 
tel, and providing for 18 feet depth of water. 
These figures ought to be reassuring to the 
valley people. 

It is satisfactory to note, too, that Mr. Worth- 
en’s estimates of thecost are on the whole mod- 
erate—$20,000,000. Alarmists and theoriSts 
have made estimates reaching $100,000,000. 
Tae Trrevyz has maintained from the start 
ot his enterprise that the cost would not ex- 
ceed the figures now agreed on by both Mr. 
Worthen and Gen. Newton. Equally satisfac. 
tory is Mr. Worthen’s estimate of the time it 
will take to construct the channel—three 
years. He says that work can begin the lat of 
April next. In order that this can be done 


. 
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in the County Court as soon as possible, No 
time should be lost. There has been abundant 
waste already because of Mr. Cooley’s theoriz- 
ing and the law’s delays. Promptness and en- 
ergy in the work are now needed. They will 
not stop the clamor of the malcontents, but 
they will render the clamor ineffectual. . 


MAN UFACTURERS CUTTING DOWN WAGES. 

A dispatch from Troy, N. I., says that 500 
employés of a shirt and collar manufacturing 
company in that city have struck rather than 
submit to a 10 per cent reduction of their 
wages, It would be strange were they to do 
otherwise. The McKinley bill advanced hea; 
ily the duties on the coarser grades of linen 
for the purpose, as was alleged, of enabling the 
American manufacturers of crash, shirts, col- 
lars, and cuffs to compete with foreign rivals. 
This was not the real objet, however. The 
Troy manufacturers of collars, cuffs, and 
shirts were more than holding their own— 
they wére gradually driving the foreign goods 
out of the field. But that did not satisfy them. 
The tariff as it stood protected them against 
foreign competition, bug did not enable them 
orob the American consumer, because if they 
were to try to charge more than a fair price 
the foreign goods would begin flowing into 
the market. 

These manufacturers were in a position 
where by hard work and attention to . busi- 
ness they could make money slowly. They 
wanted to be put in a position where they 
could make money rapidly, whether they 
worked hard or not. Their influence with 
that choice band of brothers which made up 
the Committee on Ways and Means was such 
that they got all they asked for. The advance 
in the linen schedules was defended in the 
House and Senate on the ground that it 
would enable domestie manufacturers to pay 
good round American wages to their men 
and yet earn fair profits for themselves. It is 
not likely that the workingmen took much 
stock in these fine promises. It is not prob- 
able that they expected any advance in their 

ay. There is nothing in the highly Demo- 
cratic vote of the City of Troy at the last 
election to indicate that they did. “They did 
not vote as if their hearts were full of grati- 
tude for McKinley’s benevolence. 

But it is not likely that they expected any 
cutting down’ of their wages. They knew 
that their employers were making money 
under the old tariff. They knew that the new 
tariff would enable them to make more. 
Therefore they codld not have looked forward 
to a reduction of wages. While they did not 
believe that the McKinley bill would help 
them, they never imagined that it would hurt 
them directly. They have learned now that it 
has hurt them, and they charge up this cut in 
wages to the Republican party, which they 
identify with McKinley and his bill. It will 
be a hard job to win them over from the 
Democracy. The votes of three or four mill 
bosses are not worth as much as the hundreds 
of votes the McKinley bill has driven away; 
but the wise men of the Committee on Ways 
and Means cannot see it.

THE OUTRAGE UPON AMERICAN MISSION- 
ARIES. 


The American Board of Commissioners for 
Foreign Missions promptly has laid the facts 
before the State Department of the outrages 
committed upon its missionaries by the Span- 
ish authorities in the Carg]ine Islands. Its re- 
ports have been confirmed by the official re- 
ports of Commander Taylor of the United 
States steamship Alliance, but for whose 
prompt intervention the outrages might have 
taken on a still more serious character. As it 
was the Spaniurds have burned the church, 
the mission-house, and the private residences 
of the missionaries, Mosed some of the school- 
houses, and burned those which they did not 
close, and have killed many of the Indian con- 
verts. But for the timely arrival of the United 
States steamer, which conveyed the mission- 
aries away, they would have been held as pris- 
oners. 

If the uam of the missionaries and 
Commander Taylor be correct the Spaniards 
have. been guilty of conduct for which they 
should be compelled to make the amplest rep- 
aration and pay heavy indemnity. It is not 
their first offense. Three years ago they made 
the same attempt to break up these missions 
and were dissuaded only when this Govern- 
ment promptly interfered. Upon that occa- 
sion apologies ‘were offered and promises 
of good behavior were made. Since that 
time the missionaries have made great prog- 
ress in converting the islanders, bettering 
their condition, and bringing them into har- 
mony with modern civilization. To break 
down this work the Spaniards apparently have 
violated their agreement, actuated on the one 
hand by hatred of the missionaries and on the 
other by jealousy of their influence over the 
natives. The facts are in the hands of Secre- 
tary Blaine and he already has opened corre- 
spondence with the Madrid authorities. It 
need not be doubted that he will act promptly 
and decisively, and that, if the facts shall ap- 
pear to be as they are stated, he will demand 
ample indemnity. from Spain for what has 
been suffered and full protection in the future 
for the missionaries and the noble work in 
which they are engaged. This mission work 
is now in its fortieth year. It has been suc- 
cessful not only in Christianizing but in civil- 
izing the natives, and as it is in the hands of 
Americans the situation ia one which demands 
the amplest degree of protection from our 
Government.

Not only this, but by means of the 
same substance these animals were rendered in- 
capable of taking the disease.“

Judge Grinnell, in presenting Mr. Kennan 
to the audience, stated that even those who 
had not heard his voice were familiar with 
him through his writings, and that no intro- 
duction could add to his fame. 


Judge Grinnell’s Warm Praise. 

„He is known the world over. He is the 
agent, the envoy of the down-trodden of the 
Russian Government. He is speaking to the 
world, and is a brave man, working in the in- 
terest of humanity and freedom.” 

When Mr. Kennan stepped forward and 
Judge Grinnell retired a round of hearty ap- 
plause greeted him. His appreciation was 
only indicated.. He started at once with his 
lecture, 

“The idea of exploring some of the 
less known parts of Siberia,” he began, 
Land making a study of the exile system, 
first entered my mind in 1879. The Russian 
Government had owned Siberia almost three 
centuries, but there were parts of the country 
which to an American were almost as incog- 
nitio as Centrap Africa. I refer to the part to 
which the revolutionists had been banished— 
the exiled Nihilists.“ 

Mr. Kennan then related the details of the 
preparation for the investigation. He did not 
meet with as much opposition in obtaining 
the consent of the authorities at St. Peters- 
burg as he expected. It was not until May, 
1885, however that he started on his journey, 
accompanied by Mr. George A. Frost, an artist 
of Boston. 


From Perm to Irkuta. 

Every step of the way from Perm, where 
both young men were arrested on suspicion 
because of having passed the local prison three 
times in one day, to Irkuta was full of inter- 
est. He disabused the mind of the 
audience of the idea that the Siberian road 
was through a age desert all the way, and 
he told of the great freight cara- 
vans they met on leaving Ekaterineburg, 
in the extreme western portion of the 
country. The flowers and scenery were de- 
ecribed in a way that almost brought the vast 
plains and high mountains before the audience. 

The manner of travel by post-horses was 
related in detail and the lecturer hurried as 
rapidly as possibly to Tomsk, where the first 
forwarding prison is located, describing on 
the way the City of Omsk, an encamp- 
mont of wanderi Kirghis, and the 
Siberian desert, as well as other features of 
interest. Much time was spent at Tomsk, 
and Mr. Kennan proceeded with the march of 
convicts from Tomsk to their destination. 

His description of the miserable life of the 
convicts at the forwarding prison showed an 
inhumanity that seemed next to impossible. 
He told how the half-fed, filthy clothed 
wretched creatures were huddled together 
in poorly ventilated apartments to sleep upon 
boards, and in many cases on the culd, wet 
ground, Mothers with small babies still de- 
pendent upon them for nourishment were 
crowded into these places, and their pleas 
were indeed piteous. ; 

Political exiles were crowded in with the 
criminal exiles, little attention being given to 
rank. In many instances cultured and re- 
fined women were among the political exiles 
and their hardships were almost beyond de- 
scription. The only comparison Mr. Kennan 
attempted to make was to compare the 
Belogans at Tomsk with Andersonville Prison 
famous in the late war. 

He told a pitiful story of the hardships of a 
womat of his acquaintance, who was educated 
and refined, whose baby was frozen in her 
owh arms while she was marching to Irtuks. 

In closing he said it was no wonder the Czar 
had to be guarded by a whole army in going 
from St. Petersburg to Moscow. 


Little Hope for a Free Russia. 

„Why don’t the people rise and overthrow 
the Government?’ Mr. Kennan repeated the 
question put to him by a Trisune reporter. 
“The Government has thought of 
that question. The American people are 
brave enough and bold enough, but 
supposing every shotgun, rifle, pistol, or re- 
volver in the country were registered, and no 
man could buy one to go hunting with unless 
he had three bondsmen, even America would 
tind it difficult to become free. I remember 
a case where an officer of the secret police was 
shot and the pistol was traced through four- 
teen different pairs of hands before it came to 
the assassin. 

„% Every possible precaution is taken to pre- 
vent the terrorists 1 the Czar and the 
officials and to run to earth the revolutionists. 
They live the life of rats, in continual peril of 
their lives. It seems impossible ever to get 
up a simultaneous uprising. One can’t have 
mass-meetings or circulate newspapers calling 


citizens to arms.

BIG HORROR IN BOSNIA. 


MANY PERSONS KILLED BY AN AVA- 
LANCHE CAUSED BY STORMS. 


Recovering Bodies of the Victims—Reliev- | 


ing Sufferers from the Cold in London— 
The Railway Strike in Scotland Shows’ 
No Signs of Abating—Latest News in the 
Padlewski Case — Miscellaneous News 
from Over the Sea.

Vunxa, Jan. 12.— Information received 
here from Serajevo, the Capital’ of . Bosnia 
shows that a serious disaster has visited Livno. 
An avalanche crashed down from the 
mountains close by that place, and 
a number of houses in the town 
were completely buried in the snow. 
The immense weight of the snow crushed the 
houses upon which it fell, and their occupants 
were buried in the ruins of their aweuings. 
Attempts were immediately made to recover 
the bodies of the dead and to extricate the living. 
So far the rescuers have succeeded in re- 
covering the bodies of seventeen persons who 
were crushed todeath. In addition to the 


dead they have removed a number of persons 
who are severely injured. b 


IN AID OF LONDON’S POOR, 


Result of Revelations That Have Been 
Made Lately in the Press. 
(SPECIAL CABLE.] 

Loxpox, Jan. 12.—In consequence of the 
revelations which have lately been made in 
the press with regard to the urgent need of 
the poorer classes, the charitably disposed of 
the public have come forward during the last 
few days and the poor boxes of the 
police courts have been replenished, so that 
the sitting ——ů are now e able to meet 
the pressure of urgeut appeals, In the Roman 
Catholic as well as the other churches in the 
metropolis urgent appeals were made and 
large sums were realized. In spite of 
all this endeavor instances of distress 
are crow in upon the notice of the 
authorities. Some of them are pitiful in the 
extreme, and horrifying, too, Thus a woman 
appealing toa magistrate today for aid told 
him that her husband and one of her children 
were lying dead from starvation at her 
lodgings. She asked for assistance 
to enable her to pay the landlord 
and prevent him turning her into 
the street until she could get the corpses 
buried. She said she had five other children 
who were without clothing and without food. 
Saturday night a policeman tried to assist a 
thinly-clad nan to the workhouse, and the 
unfortunute creature died in his arms. 

There is likely to be a water famine in sev- 
eral of the districts of the city if the frost con- 
tinues. In several houses in Epping Forest 
the inmates have found it necessary to melt 
ice and snow in order to obtain the 
water they needed. Things are almost 
as bad within the metropolitan 
radius itself. At Wapping, for instance, with 
its large population of riverside laborers, a 
new specialization, that of washing hands, is 
growing up, and the men take it in turns to 
provide communal basins tor the use of a 
whole street. The Dockers’ Club is crowded in 
the morning with men whose cisterns are frozen 
and who go there in the desire for the means 
of cleanliness. Many causes contribute to 
the difficulties and distress of the dockers. 
This weather has added 25 r cent to their 
ranks, owing to the want 12 employment in 
other walks of life. Another cause of distress is 
due to the blocking of the harbors on the coast 
of Holland, as well as Trieste and Odessa, with 
masses of ice. This causes a great deal of de 
lay in the arrival of the ships sailing from 
these ports, and the slipperiness of the wharves 
caused by the ice floes in the river has caused 
many fatal accidents. The fog at Gravesend 
keeps the men waiting from ten to twenty 
hours for the overdue vessels. The Scotch 
strike, too, has caused an immense amount of 
derangement in the shipping between London 
and Glasgow. Hundreds of men are suffer- 
ing and even dying in silence, but the scenes 
of ravenous men fighting for relief tickets at 
the depots in the East End tell the true tale bf 
the distress that prevails. 


THE RAILWAY STRIKE IN SCOTLAND. 


It Shows No Signs of Abating—More Men 
Joining the Outs,

Loxpox, Jan. 12.—The railway strike in 
Scotland shows no signs of abating.

GENERAL FOREIGN INTELLIGENCE. 


Sir Charles Dilke Thinks Shots Will Be Ex- 
changed Over Newfoundland Fisheries. 
Paris, Jan. 12.—Sir Charles Dilke, who is at 

present residing in this city, in an interview pub- 

lished by L'Eclair in regard to Newfoundland 
matters, said he thought that, apart from the 
lobster question, the great difficulty lay in the 
impossibility to reconcile French treaty rights 
with the development of Newfoundland. The 
entire territory belonged to the colony, yet it 
could not exercise the rights of sovereignty. The 
colonists, he said, unable to obtain a settlement 
of the matters in dispute, would some day cer 
tainly take the law in their own hands. During 
the coming spring, according to Sir Charles, shots 
probably would be exchanged between the crews 
of the French ships and the colonists, 

Baron Lareinty of the Senate, during the 

course of an interview, stated he had learned 

from M. Ribot, Minister of Foreign Affairs, that 

the French Government had decided to accept a 

territorial compensation only for the cession to 

Great Britain of the French shore of Newfound- 

land. M. Ribot refused to discuss the question of 

pecuniary indemnity, and said that England had 
not offered France a territorial compensation for 
rights on the Newfoundland coast. 


Has Padlewski Been Captured ? 
[SPECIAL CABLE. |] 

Paris, Jan. 12.—Those best authorities, the 
heads of police, say there is grave reason for 
doubting the identity of the man arrested at 
Olot, who professes to be the murderer of Gen. 
Seliverskoff. If the French police could rely upon 
the ofticial reports the man might undoubtedly be 
Padlewski, but there are convinci rounds for 
disbelief in his story. The Chiet of Police has re- 
quested the photograph of the prisoner before 
pronouncing a further opinion. 

During the course of an interview the prisoner 
described the journey from Dijon. He says he 
entered Spain through Cebreros and from there 
went to Barcelona. He added that he waited a 
week in Barcelona, keeping himself in close hid- 
ing. From there went to Saragossa and 
Madrid. He seems to have stopped a few hours 
in Madrid. and, fearing detention, he returned 
to Saragossa. From the latter city, according to 
the prisoner, he went to Carthagena, and finall 
settled down at Olot. He also said that his health 
was shattered by the continual fear of pursuit 
which he experienced. Referring to Gen. Seliver- 
skoff, he said the General was a tyrant who had 
caused 2,500 Poles to be sent to Siberia, and in 
killing the Russian secret police agent he had 
only avenged his family, his countrymen, and his 
co-religionists.

The dead body of a farmer named Daniel 
Coughlan was found yesterday in the River Aro- 
beg, near Buttevant, in the County of Cork, Ire- 
land.

WILL THE MCORMICK WORKS REMOVE! 


A Report That the Big Harvester Manu- 
factory Will Go to Ohio. 
SpRiInGrIELp, O., Jan. 12.— [Special.] — There 
is a story here that the McCormicks are quiet- 
ly preparing to buy the. great Whiteley East 
Street Reaper-Works in this city and to re- 
move their reaper factory hére. The East 
Street Reaper-Works are not only the largest 
reaper-works in the country, but the largest 
ricultural implement factory in the world. 
They are now in the hands of a receiver, ex- 
Speaker Keifer, and no work is going on in 
them. Whiteley failed for 3,000,000 
some years ago and has never been 
ablé to get on his feet again. It is 
believed the creditors would gladly 
consent to any arrangement by which they 
could get a portion of their money. Whiteley 
said recently that the works were so tied u 
in litigation that nothing could be done wi 
them for a long time, unless the claims were 
settled on some basis and the works sold.

AGAINST FREE COINAGE. 


THE NEW YORK CHAMBER OF COM- 
MERCE PUTS [ITSELF ON RECORD, 
Secretary Windom’s Interconvertible Bond 
Scheme Is Condemned and the Sugges- 
tion Is Made That Congress Adjourn 
Without Further Discussion Upon the 
Subject of Currency—A Syndicate Formed 
with the Object of Controlling the Prod- 
u f Brazil—Other New York News. 
New York, Jan. 12.—[Special.]—The spe- 


cial meeting of the Chamber of Commerce to- | 


day to consider the financial legislation now 
pending in Congress brought together a large 
attendance of the most prominent merchants, 
bankers, and men of business in New York. 


| President Charles S. Smith presided over the 


discussion, which was interesting and at times 
spirited, and which ended in the chamber 
placing itself on record as decidedly against 
the free coinage of silver. 

The question came up in the shape of two 
reports from the Committee on Finance as to 
the financial measures now before Congress. 
The majority report—against silver coinage— 
was signed by George S. Coe, John Jay Knox, 
and John Rhodes, and a dissenting report was 
handed in by Wiliiam S. St. John. Chairman 
Coe read the majority report, which first took 
up Secretary Windom’s scheme for 2 per cent 
interconvertible thirty-year bonds, concerning 
which the report said: 


Condemns Windom’s Scheme. 


The committee observes in. the exchange of 4 
per cent bonds for an equivalent amount of 2 per 
cent an immense increase in the principal sum of 
the funded debt, and therefore an enlarged basis 
for the proposed notes, and it believes that the 
bonds, ete by their convertibility an indefi- 
nite amount of money alwaysin sight, would at 
once start rash adventure and advance prices, to 
such an extent as to demand the immediate issue 
o! the notes permitted and prevent their return 
into bonds in the manner expected by the Secre- 
tary. And if to this extent of possible expansion 
be added the existing stock of silver certificates 
and of gold coin how long would it be before the 
latter would pass out of use as money, because 
too valuable to keep company with the cheaper 
currency afloat and become merchandige and be 
hoarded or exported to meet the balance of trade 
which such an expansion must naturally create 


against us? 


So far as this measure is practicable the Gov- 
ernment would become a bank of temporary de- 
posit for the notes so exchanged, giving to its 
dealers interest at 2 per cent for the notes while 
lying idle in the Treasury and bonds for security 
until the depositors desire again to withdraw their 
orders, thus securing in addition to its present ex- 
traordinary financial attributes other functions of 
a banker without their correspon restraints 
and benefits, In whatever light your committee 
regards the proposed measure it can only see in it 
a new element of danger, and it unanimously 
believes that the benefits expected by the Secretary 
could never be secured as he anticipates. 

Want Congress to Adjourn, 

The second subject upon which the commit- 
tee reported was the amendment to be intro- 
duced by Senator Plumb, which is said to be 
a modification of the Free Coinage bill, as to 
which the report said: 

Upon this proposition one member of the 
Finance Committee is in its favor and three are 
against it. While the committee is unanimous 
in deprecating the free coinage of silver dollars 
under existing conditions as essentially un- 
sound and dangerous to the country, it does 
not agree in believing that a reserve fund 
of 20 per cent in gold and the same amount 
in silver presents sufficient guarantee to eem 
the character of the measure from the radical ob- 
jections inherent in free coinage and in legal- 
tender notes issued solely upon the credit of the 
Government. To the degree that circulating 
notes without a full equivalent of existing prop- 
erty behind them are made a subtsitute for com- 
mercial money they stand upon the insecure foun- 
dation as simple credit notes and are liable to the 
same objections and abuses, and so long as such 
notes are recognized as in any degree admissible 
they are constantly in danger of full recognition 
as money and are a — menace to the pub- 
lic welfare and to sound commercial operations. 

Your committee believes that coinage of 
silver, in the absence of an international agree- 
ment upon the subject, is fraught with peril to 
the financial interests of the country, and further 
financial legislation by Congress is not at present 
demanded. On the contrary, that the full effect 
of the measures enacted at the previous session 
have not yet been tested by experience. Every 
vital interest of the country is suffering from ap- 
prehension of injurious financial laws. But for 
this all business would at once return to health- 
ful activity, and the committee believes that an 
adjournment of Congress without further action 
upon the subject of currency would impart to the 
whole Nation a grateful and immeasurable relief. 


Free Coinage Condemned, 

Mr. H. St. John, who.is credited with being 
the author of the Plumb bill referred to, pre- 
sented a minority report of one defending the 
plan, and in a long and vigorous speech in- 
sisted that as some sort of silver legislation is 
bound to come we ought to be glad to have a 
compromise which the silver men will accept. 
John Jay Knox, S. Foster Higgins, Henry 
Hentz, J. Harsen Rhodes, A. E. Orr, and 
others discussed the two reports, the prevail- 
ing sentiment seeming to be against silver 
coinage. Mr. Knox read a lohg and elaborate 
paper in favor of gold monometallism, and 
was applauded when he said it would be a 
blessing for the country if Congress would not 
discuss finances at all. 

Mr. Orr introduced a series of resolutions, 
the first of which indorsed Secre Win- 
dom’s bond scheme, and declared that the 
United States differs from all other countries 
in the extent of its farm producing territory, 
and in the fact that its surplus farm products 
are moved with money paid into the — of 
the producers at the time they part with its 

ion. Mr. Orr also introduced two other 
resolutions, the first condemning even more 
emphatically than the majority report the 
free coinage ot silver, and the second suggest- 
ing, if free coinage must come, to limit it to 
$50,000,000. When the various questions came 
to be voted on Mr. Orr’s first resolution, favor- 
ing the interconvertible bonds, was defeated. 
His second resolution was adopted, and the 
third was laid on the table. 

Mr. St. John’s minority report was next 
voted upon and defeated by a decided majori- 
ty. Then the majority report of the commit- 
tee was adopted by an eqally-decided vote. 


TO CONTROL BRAZIL’S PRODUCTS. 


Ambitious Scheme of a Syndicate of South 
American Capitalists. ' 

New York, Jan. 12.—[Special. |—A syndicate 
has been recently formed in Brazil with the 
view of controlling all the products of that 
country. That something mysterious was go- 
ing on in the rubber trade has been known for 
some time, but the ambitiousness of the scheme 
has just beea made known. 

A person familiar with the line of the syn- 
dicate’s intended operations is convinced that 
if the syndicate does not wholly realize its ob- 
jects it will have at least considerable influ- 
ence on the future output of the products of 
Brazil. Its attention will be directed chiefly 
to cornering the Para rubber crop, which is 
the largest in the world. The capital of the 
syndicate amounts to $20,000,000, This sum 
has already been taken up. Enough money 
has been paid in to begin operations with the 
coming crop of rubber. 

Shipton Green, the New York agent of the 
Red Cross line of steamers to Brazil, said to- 
day that he thought that the — of the 
syndicate would increase the price of this 
year’s crop of rubber. The price of crude 
rubber is now 76 cents per pound, which is 
about the same as that of a year ago. The 
price, however, will be materially increased 
when the effect of the syndicate’s operations 
has had a chance to be felt. The money has 
been principally subseribed by Brazil, but 
some foreign capital has been invested in the 
scheme. If the speculators were to succeed in 
securing control of a single crop it would 
make their fortunes.

clergyman of the Methodist Episcopal church 
eed an agent of the American Bible Society, 
who has been incarcerated in a prison in 
Peru for the last six months. Mr. Pensotti’s 
case has awakened great interest in Callao 
owing to the strong belief on the part of the 
better class of the people that they should 
have free worship. As Mr. Pensotti is im- 
risoned for conducting a Methodist 
Episcopal church in Callao his case 
has been taken up by the Protestants 
of that, city. Mr. Andrew N. Milne 
is the agent for South America for the Bible 
Society, and in the course of his travels in 
South American countries met Mr. Pensotti. 
Mr. Milne was at once impressed with the 
reverend gentleman, and made an ar- 
rangement with him by which Mr. Pen- 
sotti became a -* of the society. 
At first he traveled with Mr. Milne, but two 
years ago he was given the agency for Peru, 
and at once moved to Callao, where he has 
been living since. Mr. Pensotti hal 
charge of the reception and sale of 
the Bibles and publications issued by 
the society, which were delivered to him 
through the custom house located at Callao. 
Mr. Pensotti employed six colporteurs, or 
subagents, to sell and deliver the books and 
publications, and continued at his good work 
until. July last, when he was imprisoned.

Alabama Bourbons Again at Their Work of

St. 7 Men Win Not Strike. 

Orromwa, Ia., Jan., 12.— [Special. Superin-

Turning the Tables, 

A strange move was made before Judge Hawes 
yesterday in the divorce suit of Henry George 
Kuauff against his wife Mary. Knauff is a saloon- 
keeper. November last he filed a bill alleging 
that his wife refused to accompany him to Chicago 
from Rochester, N. I., and thus had abandoned 
him. An answer was filed on behalf of the wife, 
declaring that she was deserted, and Knauff was 
ordered to pay $0 to her attorneys to enable 
her to make a defense. Knautf dismissed his bill 
without paying the lawyers’ fees. A rule was pro- 
cured to have him show cause why he should not 
be attached for contempt of court. His attorney 
contended that Mrs. Knauff’s solicitors had no 
standing in court because of the dismissal of the 
suit. The court was about to decide the matter 
in favor of the woman when it was discovered 

t the motion was not on the calendar. Knauff 
Was given ten days in which to answer the rule.

TALKING FOR FREE COINAGE, 


The Senate Spends Another Day Discussing 
the Finance Bill. 
Wasurncton, D. C., Jan. 12.—The House 
bill to amend the law as to the visitation and 
inspection of the military prison and the ex- 
amination of its accounts and government 
was passed this morning by the Senate. 
Senate bill appropriating $50,000 for a pub-

Mr. Vest introduced, by request, a bill to re- 
— the act amending Sec. 764 of the Revised 

tatutes (as to appeals to the Supreme Court), 
and made an explanation in regurd to it. This 
explanation was to the effect that a New York 
Judge had refused a writ of habeas corpus in 
the case of the Japanese Jugiro under sen- 
tence of death by electricity, and that there- 
fore an appeal had been taken to the Supreme 
Court of the United States, which appeal had 
been decided against the prisoner, and thatthe 
attorney for the prisoner had applied for 
another writ of habeas corpus to the same 
court, and claimed that he could bring up an 
appeal on a writ of habeas corpus as often as 
he could find a new ground of application. 
His own judgment as a lawyer was that no 
further legislation on the subject was neces- 
sary. The Judge before whom the last appli- 
cation for the writ of habeas corpus came had 
held that the statute was mandatory, and that 
he was compelled to grant an appeal to the 
Supreme Court whenever a ground was al- 
leged different from that formerly presented 
in the petition. So that the result was inevit- 
able, if that decision were correct, that a 
sentence of death could be absolutely de- 
feated by continued appeals to thé Supreme 
Court, which would last during a prisoner’s 
natural life, and would be only limited 
by the ingenuity of his lawyer. His (Mr. 
Vest’s) own idea was that a habeas corpus 
brought up the legality of the confinement. 
and that if a lawyer saw proper only to ad- 
vance one ground for the writ and if.it turned 
out that other grounds were found a motion 
for a rehearing would bring up the matter, 
but he did not think that any legislation on 
the subject was necessary. The New York 
press, Mr. Vest added, had discussed the ques- 
tion to so great an extent and had produced 
such a popular impression that Congress had 
passed a law which enabled a guilty man un- 
der sentence of death to escape through tech- 
nicalities and through the ingenuity of coun- 
sel, that he thought the matter ought to go to 
the Judiciary Committee. He therefore 
moved the reference of the bill to that com- 
mittee. It was so referred. 

Mr. Frye offered a resolution, which was 
agreed to, callmg on the Secretary of the 
Treasury for copies of all reports by Special 
Agent Goff and Assistant Special Agent Mur- 
ray on the condition of affairs in the seal isl- 
ands of Alaska. 

Mr. Dawes offered a resolution, which was 
agreed to, calling on the Secretary of the In- 
terior for’ information concerning leases of 
Indian lands in severalty on the Omaha Res- 
ervation and the surrender of the occupation 
to white people. 

House bill authorizing Oklahoma City and 
Oklahoma Territory to issue bonds in aid of 
the Choctaw Coal and Railway company was 
reported and passed. 

A motion heretofore made by Mr. Plumb to 
reconsider the vote passing a Senate bill to es- 
tablish the Record and Pension Office of the 
War Department (and giving to the officer 
now in charge of that work the rank of 
Colonel) was taken up and discussed, Mr. 
Plumb and Mr. Spooner arguing against the 
bill, and Mr. Cockrell, Mr. Platt, and Mr. 
Morrill for it. Finally the motion to recon- 
sider was laid on the table—yeas, 33; nays, 17 
—and the bill now goes to the House. 


Arguing for Free Coinage. 

The Senate then resumed consideration of 
the Finance bill, Mr. Allen being entitled to 
the floor. 

Mr. Platt gave notice that at the first oppor- 
tunity after the Finance bill was disposed of 
he would ask the Senate to consider the Copy- 
right bill. 

Mr. Paddock gave notice, on the other hand. 
that without regard to the Copyright bill or 
any other bill he would, at the first opportu- 
nity, ask the Senate to take up the Pure Food 


bill, . 
Mr. Allen then addressed the Senate in ad- 
vocacy of Mr. Stewart’s free coinage amend- 
ment to the Finance bill. To attempt, he 
said, to demonetize silver was also an at- 
tempt to demonetize gold. To derange the 
parity of the metals was not only to reduce 
the one beneath the established standard but 
to advance the other above it and to place 
each in a condition of fluctuation—to become 
to that extent, a commodity to be speculated 
in, the victim of bulls and bears in the mar. 
kets. He believed that the full restoration of 
silver ought to come and inevitably must 
come; and that, until it did come, the inter- 
vening period would be one of fluctuations 
and of disturbafices in the business, indus- 
trial, and property world. He would, there- 
fore, give his support to the amendment, and 
in doing so he feſt that he was in harmony 
with the wishes of his constituents. f 

Mr. Stewart sent to the Clerk's desk, in 
order to have it printed. a proposition ro- 
specting his free eoinage amendment which 
he said might be offered if any one de- 
sired to do so. Several Senators, added, 
had said that they would vote for it.

Senator Stewart's Proposition. 

The proposition-introduced in the Senate to- 
day by Senator Stewart relative to the pend- 
ing Finance bill would, if adopted, take the 
place of his free coinage amendment down 
to acertain point, It is the same in substance 


as that amendment, but has attached a proviso 
as follows: 


Provided further, that all silver bullion not the 
5 of the mines, mills, or smelters of the 
Jnited States, and all silver coin and silver bul- 
lion the product of silver coin other than the sil- 
ver coin of the United States, shall. in the discre- 
tion of the Secretary of the Treasury, be subject 
to a mint charge to be fixed from time to time b 
him, but which charge shall not exceed the dif- 
ference between the market value of said 
silver bullion in London, England, at the time of 
its deposit and the coinage value thereof; and 
the Secretary of the Treasury may make such 
rules and regulations as may be necessary to de- 
termine whether the silver bullion so offered is or 
is not the product of the mines and smelters of 
the United States. 


The principal point of difference between 
the bill introduced by Senator Quay and the 
Hoar bill is in the last section, which is as fol- 
OWS: 


When it shall appear to the satisfaction of the 
President of the United States that in any local- 
ity the provision of this law cannot other- 
wise be executed, it shall be his duty, and he is 
hereby empowered to suspend tue writ of habeas 
corpus and to onene the armed forces of the 
United States, naval and military, for its enforce- 
ment, and for the protection of the officers whose 
duties are herein provided for. 


OTHER NEWS FROM THE CAPITAL. 


Vesselmen Ask Congress for Relief from an 
Obnoxious Law. 

WaAsnineton, D. C., Jan. 12.—[Special.]—The 
unwillingness of Senator Frye to be indirectly 
responsible for the possible loss of human life has 
made it necessary for the vesselmen to seek tem- 
porary means of relief from au obnoxious law. 
Some time ago an act was passed requiring 
steamers to carry line- carrying projectiles and 
their apparatus. The manufacturers of the pro- 
jectiles sought to take advantage of the law by 
putting big prices on their apparatus, which the 
vesselmen had to buy. Senator Frye thereupon 
had a resolution put through suspending the 
operation of the law for a year. Recently he told 
the vesselwen while the act might be of doubtful 
utility, he was, nevertheless, unwilling to be re- 
sponsible for its further nonenforcement. They 
therefore decided to ask Congress to give the 8 
retary of the Treasury discre’*ionary powers to 
suspend for a year the law. Joint resolutions to 
this end were introduced in both branches of 
Congress today. 


Stanford Expects to Be President. 


Senator Stanford wants the White House made 
larger. He has a notion that he may yet be its 
tenant with a four years’ lease, and today he in- 
troduced a bill providing for its éxtension. Sena- 
tor Stanford has the Presidential fever worse 
than any other man in pyblic life. He really be- 
lieves that the Republicans will be forced to nomi- 
nate him in 1892 to secure the support of the 
Farmers’ Alliance, and if they don’t doit he ex- 
pects to be the Alliance candidate on a third party 
ticket. His candidacy is based on his Farm Loan 
bill, which proposes that the Government shall 
loan money to the farmers on their land at 2 per 
cent interest. As most of the farmers pay from 6 
to 12 per cent the scheme on its face is an alluring 
one. Stanford also expects to gain popularity by 
not pretending to be wiser than others. The 
other day in the Senate he told his colleagues 
that he was for whatever the people wanted. He 
was for loaning them 2 by the Government 
because they wanted it, and if they wanted any- 
thing else he said that he would be for that also. 


Fixing It Up to Suit the Railroads, 


The action of Senator Cullom's Interstate com- 
mittee in deciding to amend the interstate act 
shows unusual hardihood. The committee today 
was reasonably unanimous in agreeing on the 
amendment of the h section so as to permit 
the pooling of the traffic and the opinion was 
heard that it could be got through the Senate 
without much opposition. This will hardly turn 
out to be the case, for if the bars are let down and 
the work of amendment to the law to meet the 
wishes of the raflrvads is begun there is no tell- 
ing where it willend. Following the New York 
—— an the impression created is apt to be 
that if the roads only stand together they can get 
whatever legisiation they want from Congress. 


Again Talking About Compound Lard. 


Mr. N. K. Fairbank was mingling among the 
Senators today arguing the merits of compound 
lard. The subject is likely to come before the 
Senate within a week. Senator Paddock, though 
adhering to his Pure Food bill, said this afternoon 
that the demand for the passage of the Conger 
Compound Lard bill was so earnest that the 
Senate would be bound to give it respectful at- 
tention. Senator Allison has already given notice 
that he will move to take the bill up at an early 
day. Senator Spooner will support the measure, 
and it promises to come pretty near having a 
majority of the Senate.

THE INTERIOR DEPARTMENT DEFENDED. 


Senator Dawes’ Vigorous Speech Before 
the Indian Commissioners, 

Wasninaton, D. C., Jan. 10.—The meeting 
ot the Board of Indian Commissioners was a 
decidedly spirited one. The temper of some 
of the speakers was that of sharp censure of 
the Government, particularly as regards the 
present deplorable condition of affairs in 
South Dakota. President Gates of Amherst 
College presided. William McMichael, son of 
Col. Morton McMichael of Philadelphia, was 
in the act of scormg the Government severely 
for what he termed its “starvation policy,“ 
when Senator Dawes of Massachusetts, who 
was an interested listener, rose to his feet and 
vigorously defended the course pursued by the 
Interior Department. 

He said that the Government had been too 
much maligned and misrepresented, and he 
felt called upon, then and there, before the 
assembled Indian Commissioners, to give a 
true statement of the actual facts. The pres- 
ent war with the Indians was in no sense a 
result of ill-treatment of its wards on the part 
of tne Government. On the contrary, the 
Government had more than carried out its 
promises and compacts. Ihe real trouble 
was with Sitting Bull and; his immediate 
followers, who were so angry with the other 
chiefs of the Sioux, because of the treaty 
with Gen. Crook, that they resolved to rebel 
at all hazards, and either rule orruin. That 
treaty, said Senator Dawes, which was ne- 
gotiated by Messrs. Crook, Warner, and Fos- 
ter, has been made a conditional law by the 
Legislative and Executive branches of the 
Government at Washington, and only needed 
the signatures of the Sioux chiefs for its rati- 
fication to come into actual operation. The 
three Commissioners could not change or al- 
ter the stipulations, so that the Government 
did everything it promised to do.. The Com- 
missioners, however, agreed to make some 
recommendations to Congress still further to 
meet the wishes of the Indians, and these rec- 
ommendations were embodied in a bill which 
he (Senator Dawes) succeeded in getting 
through the Senate last April. When the bill 
went to the House an amendment was added 
providing that $100,000 should be provided to 
carry out its provisions. Inasmuch as this 
amount of money had been named in the orig- 
inal bill, the amendment was simply tauto- 
logical ; hence would have to be cut out. This 
naturally retarded the bill, and tomorrow, the 
Senator said, he hoped to get the bill through, 


LEAVENWORTH MINERS QUIT WORK. 


A Redaction in Wages the Cause of the 
Trouble—Labor News. 

Leavenworth, Kas., Jan. 12.—[Special.]— 
The Home Coal Mine andthe Leavenworth 
Coal company reduced the wages of miners 
from four and a half to four cents per bushel 
today. Seventy-five of the Home coal-miners 
struck and none of the miners of the Leaven- 
worth Coal company went to work this morn- 
ing. There are 225 miners out of work anda 
meeting is called for tomorrow night for the 
purpose of getting the shifts of the Riverside 
and Brighton Mines to join in a general strike, 
but, as these men are still paid the old rate, a 
general strike is improbable.

THE NICARAGUA CANAL. 


SHALL THE UNITED STATES AID IN 
BUILDING IT AND CONTROL IT? 


A Bill Reported from the Senate Committee 


on Foreign Relation Providing that the 


United States Shall Guarantee Bons of 
the Construction Company to the 
Amount of $100,000,000—The Commit- 
tee Argues the Clayton-Bulwer Treaty 
Does Not Forbid Such Aid. 


Wasmxdrox, D. C., Jan. 12.—The Nica- 
ragua Canal bill reported to the Senate by Mr. 
Sherman is entitled A Bill to Amend an Act 
to Incorporate the Maritime Canal Company 
of Nicaragua, provides that the capital stock 
of the company is to be limited to $100,000,000, 
and that the existing stock and contracts of 
the company are to be made to conform to 
the requirements of the bill. To secure the 
means to construct and complete the canal 
the company is authorized to issue bonds in 
denominations of not less than $100 nor 
more than $1,000, to an amount not ex- 
ceeding $100,000,000, to be dated Jan. 1, 
1891, and to be payable Jan. 1, 1991, with 
interest at the rate of 8 per vent, payable 
quarterly. The bonds are to be secured by a 
first mortgage oun the property and rights of 
property of the canal company, including all 
concessions and franchises, and the mortgage 
is to be so framed as to be a first lien under 
the laws of Nicaragua and Costa Rica. The 
bonds are tobe printed and deposited in the 
United States Treasury, and are to be issued 
by the Secretary of the Treasury to the com- 
pany only as the work on thecanal progresses. 
The bonds are to bear the guarantee of the 
United States for principal and interest as 
it accrues, and the company is to 
issue no other bonds. The Secretary 
is authorized to pay the interest on the 
bonds as it becomes due, if not paid by the 
company, and an indefinite appropriation for 
the purpose is embodied in the bill. If the 
company fails to pay the interest as it falls 
due, and it is paid by the United States, the 
company is required to, repay it with interest 
annually at 4 per cent until paid. For sums 
paid hy the United States under the guarantee 
the United States is to be subrogated to the 
rights under the mortgage which the bond- 
holders would have had if the same had re- 
mained unpaid by the company and had not 
been paid by the United States. But until the 
expiration of five years after the canal has 
gone into operation, and so long during that 
period as it shali remain under the control of 
the canal company, this subrogated lien of the 
United States is not to be enforced by fore- 
closure. 


Guaranteed Bonds to Be Delivered. 


As soon as practicable after the surrender 
and cancellation of the stoek and the cancella- 
tion and modification of outstanding contracts 
and agreements of the company for the con- 
struction of the canal the Secretary of the 
Treasury is to deliver to the company guaran- 
teed bonds to an amount equal to the sum ex- 
pended by the said company and the Nicarag- 
ua Canal Association prior to Jan. 1, 1891, in 
securing possession, promoting the enterprise, 
constructing the canal, together with interest 
on such amounts from the date of pay- 
ment, not exceeding ‘the total amount 
of $4,000,000. He is also to deliver 
to the company ranteed bonds to 
an amount equal to the money actually paid 
out and expended by the company in the con- 
struction of the canal from and including 
Jan. 1, 1891, to the final &djustment of the ac. 
counts, with interest thereon at 6 per cent. 
These accounts are to be rendered to the satis- 
faction of the Secretaries of State and of the 
Treasury, and are to be réeeived and applied 
by the company and stockholders in full pay- 
ment of all expenditures heretofore made or 
to be made, and all incurred liabilities. 

The President is 
tailed estimate of the cost of the canal accord- 
ing to the company’s plans, including costs of 
administration and interests on bonds to 1897, 
and at intervals of sixty days similar estimates 
are to be made, upon which the company is to 
receive bonds to the amount of such cost and 
interest to become due before the next esti- 
mate, the total amount not to exceed the cost 
ofthe canal. The proceeds of the bonds are 
to be applied to the construction and expenses 
of the canal and mterest on the bonds, and 
are to be sold at not less than par. 


How the Stock Is to Be Issued. 


To secure to Nicaragua and Costa Rica the 
benefits stipulated by their concessions and to 
save the United States, the stock of the com- 
pany, limited to $100,000,000, is to be issued as 
follows: 

First—An amount of the stock which, with the 
amount of the bonds at their par value to be is- 
sued by the canal company for expenditures prior 
to Jan. 1, 1891, shall make an aggregate of $7,000,- 
000, may be retained by the stockholders and shall 
be non-assessable. 

Second—The amount of shares stipulated to be 
delivered to Nicaragua and Costa Rica according 
to their concessions 

Third—Seventy million dollars of shares are to 
be held in the Treasury as a pledge to the United 
States for the repayment on demand of any sum 
paid under its guarantee, with interest on the 
sums so paid at the rate ft = per cent, and the 
Secretary of the Treasury, on behalf of the United 
States, may at his discretion vote such stock in 
person or by proxy at any stockholders’ meeting: 
and the United States shall at any time before 
the maturity of the bonds have the option, at the 
discretion of Congress, to purchase at par value 
all or any of the stock so hypothecated. The 
United States may apply in payment for such 
stock the sums paid under the guarantee, and 
the remainder of the purchase price of the stock 
shall be applied either for the redemption of the 
bonds or for a sinking fund. 

Fourth—The residue of the stock shall be issued 
by the canal company only after it shall have 

n subscribed for, and it shall only be offered 
for subscription when, ia the opinion of the Pres- 
ident of the United States, the pruceeds of the in- 
stallments of the mortgage bonds shall be insufli- 
cient to meet the current requirements of the 
company. 

Views of the Foreign Relations Committee. 

The original act of incorporation is to be 
amended so that six of the fifteen directors of 
the company shail be appointed by the Presi- 
dent, by and with the advice and consent of the 
Senate. These Government direetors are not 
to be stockholders, and are to report direct to 
the President. All the rights reserved to Con- 
ess by the original act (Sec. 8) are reserved. 
he report of the Committee on Foreign Re- 
lations, accompanying the bill, says that time, 
research, and experiment have now demon- 
strated that the only adequate, efficient, and 
practicable passage across the isthinus is that 
by way of Lake Nicaragua. When the north- 
ern portion of Mexico was annexed to the 
United States in 1850, and the enormous 
natural wealth of the country was discovered, 
the construction of a canal appeared to be an 
immediate and somewhat urgent necessity.

An Obsolete Treaty. 

The report next argues that this treaty has 
become obsolete for the reasons that it was 
based on the idea of the immediate prosecu- 
tion of the enterprise, that the commercial 
Situation has changed, that England now con- 
trols the Suez Canal and the trade of the East, 
and has taken possession of Balize. If these 
proceedings of her Majesty’s Government do

In view of all these 
considerations the committee is of opinion that

Two Canals Compared. 

The report says that the work of the private 
company on the canal has advanced rapidly 
and with such uninterrupted success that 
soine of the most important parts of it have 
already been accomplished, This is especial- 
ly true as to the engineering and the clearing 
of the line of the canal and the building of a 
railroad preparatory to the dredging of the 
channel. 

Comparing the Nicaragua and Welland 
Canals, the report says that the lowest calcula- 
tion of the cost of building and operating the 
Welland Canal will bring the cost up to two- 
thirds of the sum that the Nicaragua Canal 
will cost, and when the commerce of the At- 
lantic and Pacific Oceans is compared with 
that of the basins of our northern lakes it is ob- 
vious that the tonnage that will pass through 
the Nicaragua Canal will be many times 
greater than that through our lakes in the in- 
terior. Moreover, there seems to be no reason 
todoubt that the Nicaragua Canal will be 
completed within six years from the date of 
the passage of the bill herewith reported to the 
Senate, and that commerce will force its way 
in ships from ocean to ocean, for the necessi- 
ties of every maritime country coincide in an

The full cost of the work, ineluding interest,

The work is so 
great and the benefits of its completion so 
transcendent that it would seem that its exe- 
cution should not be left to private enterprise 
that, in the chances of the future, may fail. 
There appears grave doubt whether it could 
be executed without the strong, certain, and 
powerful support of a great nation or combi- 
nation of nations. 


Completion Assured Within Six Years. 


The report shows that even if completed 
upon the existing plan the amount of stock 
and bonds outstanding would, at 5 per cent 
require that the tolls and income should yield 
$12,500,000 a year, a sum that would be so 
great a burden on commerce as to leave it 
questionable whether vessels would use the 
canal or go around Cape Horn. The persons 
engaged in the enterprise are confident of 
their ability to execute the work. They did 
not express a desire for aid, but seemed to 
have entire confidence of their success, They 
have already expended $4,000,000, and are 
negotiating contracts and bonds. These bonds 
might flow into European hands, and with 
them the ultimate control of the canal, while 
the interests of the people of the United States 
are much greater than those of any foreign 

wer. 

These considerations,” the report sdys, 
led your committee, without division, to the 
conclusion that it is the interest of the United 
States to make such a contract with the Mari- 
time Canal company as would certainly assure 
the completion of the canal within the period 
of six years at its actual cost in money, to be 
represented by bonds of that company, gurer- 
anteed by the United States, which in any 
state of the money market would be sold at 
not less than par, the United States to be 
indemnified against liability on its guar- 
anty by a pledge of the majority of the capital 
stock of the company, with power to vote such 
stock. Thus, without loss to the United States, 
it would secure the early and complete con- 
struction of the work at its actual cost, and 
sucL reasonable control of the transit as 
would give to our citizeris at least equal ad- 
vantages in the use of the canal.” 


The Work Will Repay the Cost. 


Reference is again made to past efforts and 
treaties to obtam canal privileges. The treat 
of 1884, negotiateo but not ratified, by mich 
the United States was to build the canal itself, 
was withdrawn by President Cleveland be- 
cause it was coupled with absolute and un- 
limited engagements to defend the territorial 
integrity of tne States where such interests 
lie. This objection led to the Menocal conces- 
sion, which provides that the United States 
may aid the company. In conclusion the re- 
port says: 

It is believed by your committee that the 
United States will not be called upon to pay 
any portion of the principal or interest of the 
— but that the work itself will amply re- 
pay all its cost and yield its benefits not only 
to the people of Nicaragua and Costa Rica, 
but to the civilized world. If iu appeared at 
any time that the interests of the United 
States are ia jeopardy from any cause it can 
purchase the majority of the stock and become 
the controlling owner of the canal by paying 
its own bonds to an equal amount; and the 
property, tolls, income, and profits of the 
canal will be an ample security against the 
obligations it assumes.“

It Shuts Down Pennsylvania and Ohio 
Blast Furnaces. 

Prrrsnund, Pa., Jan. 12.—The American 
Manufacturer explains the causes which have 
compelled the shut-down of twenty-three blast 
furnaces in the Shenango and Mahoning Val- 
leys of Pennsylvania and Ohio, throwing 
nearly 10,000 men out of work. 

The journal says: “The first reason given 
by the furnace owners why they cannot con- 
tinue operations under the present conditions 
is the large amount of Southern iron 
now being shipped into that dis 
trict. They assert that since May 2, 
1890, from 40,000 to 50,000 tons of this iron 
have been received in the valley, displacing an 
equal amount of local production. or

They Fail of Re-election as Directors of 
the Gas Trust. 

Once more there is a commotion in Chicago 
Gas Trust affairs. Yesterday offered two 
sensations. One was the announcement that 
the regular dividend for the current quarter 
will be passed and the other was the dropping 
of Columbus R. Cummings and Sidney Kent 
from the directory of the Chicago Gaslight 
and Coke company. 

The announcement that the Gas Trust divi- 
dend will not be paid was obtained by Tan 
Tun from Mr. Billings. The course of 
the trust ~egarding that dividend has been one 
of the conundrums of the stock market. There 
have been a number of semi-official state- 
ments to the effect that it would be paid, and 
yesterday Mr. Billings was quoted in the 
brokers’ offices as authority for the statement 
that the dividend would be paid the 20th. Mr. 
C. K. G. Billings was asked if the brokers had 
authority to make the statement. 

“The report is false,“ he said. Neither 
the Chicago Gaslight and Coke compauy nor 
any of the other companies will pay any divi- 
dends this quarter. We shall have to pass it. 
We must spend $2,500,000 in construction, ow- 
ing to the World’s Fair and the growth of the 
city. That money will have to come out of 
the earnings. The price of gas is low—$1.25. 
If we got $1.50 we might be able to pay divi- 
dends, but as it is we cannot.“

Gashght and Coke company was held at the 
office of the company yesterday, and the fol- 
woe board of — was elected:

Mr. Yuille has been the 
Secretary and Treasurer of the company, and 
was reélected to that office. So his retirement 
is not significant. 

‘The reason why Messrs. Kent and Cum- 
mings were not elected directors,” said C. K. 
G. Billings, “is simply that they did not hold 
any stock +0 amount to anything. ere is 
nothing else back of it. Everything is har- 
monious, but the men that hold most of the 
stock naturally are the officers of the com- 
pany. Messrs. Kent and Cummings are large 
bondholders, but their holdings of stock are 
inconsiderable. They used to hold a good 
deal, but I suppose they have sold it. 

“The stock is voted by those who hold it, 
the principal ones being the new directors.

| MORMONS ARE A BAD LOT. 


SENATOR DUBOIS SAYS THEY SHOULD 
BE DISFRANCHISED. : 


* 


The Church Always Opposes Its Authority 
to the Law and Its Followers Make 
Poor Citizens—Gen. Field’s Appointment 
Meets with Approval — Commissioner 
Morgan a Friend of the Indian—Wash- 
ington Ladies Complain of the Scarcity 
of Young Men in Society. 


Wasatneton, D. C., Jan. 12.—[ Spécial. ]— 
Senator Fred T. Dubois of Idaho, the youngest 
member of the Senate, is only 39 years of age: 
He looks even younger than that. Senator 
Dubois is an uncompromising foe of the 
Mormons. His appearance give: at first an im- 
pression of youth and inexperience with public 
affairs. which is dispelled upon acquaintance. 
Senator Dubois has had unusual experience in 
the West. After he graduated from Yale Col- 
lege in 1872, he had his courage and character 
tested to the uttermost when he was United 
States Marshal for four years in Idaho. It 
was while he was in that office that he learned 
the strength of the hostility of the Mormon 
Church in its opposition to the Federal author- 
ities. It was through Mr. Dubow’ efforts 
that the Mormons were disfranchised in 
Idaho. In the days when it was a Territory 
this element in that State had thrown nearly 
always its entire vote solidly in one di 
Thus far the Mormons in all the Territories 
have worked with the Democratic party. 

The Legislature in Idaho will consider this 
winter the question of continuing this disfran- 
chisement under its organization as a State. 
It is probable that the actjon of the Territorial 
Legislature will be ratitied. The Mormons 
have several times sought to buy off the influ- 
ence of Senator Dubois by offering him their 
solid support in politics if he would withdraw 
his support from the movement to disfran- 
chise them. 

Senator Dubois says that the influence of 
the Mormons is, instead of diminishing, con- 
stantly increasing. Nothing that the Govern- 
ment has yet done has had the slightest effect 
in making them comply with the laws of the 
United States. han ay | flourishes ay 
all of the strongholds of Mormonism, 
church always opposes with its mfluence 
Federal authorities in the West. Now they 
are seeking to have Utah admitted as a State. 
This movement strong Democratic. 
support at Washington, because the Mor- 
mons are Democrats so far as they 
have any politics outside of their church. 

They are pledged to make Utah a-Demes 
cratic State. They believe that the next House 
will pass the bill admitting Utah and hope 
that the Senate will be close enough u this 
subject to permit them to pass the bill there. 
Senator Dubois thinks that the best method 
of disarming the power of the Mormons: is 
through disfranchisement. He would not 
permit them, if he had his way, to have any 
share in the State or National Government. 
The reason for this is that they are thoro 
disloyal.

Claims of Thirty-Day Depositors Presented 
Arguments on Both Sides—Mr, Morris 
Quotes Mr. Mayer Himself in the Suit of 
the Union National Bank vs. John W. 


Goetz & Co.—Criminal and Civil Statutes 
Differentiated, 


J udge Scales desires to settle all the ques- 
tions of banking law and finance pending be- 
fore him at onee. To this end he requested 
B. M. Shaffner, representing the assignee of 
W. L. Prettyman, the Division street banker, 
to present his arguments in connection with 
the Kean case. The questions involved in the 
two cases with relation to thirty-day depos- 
tors are precisely the same. Mr. Shaffner 
consented to present his argument and per- 
mit the decision in hig case to depend upon 
the decision in the Kean case. 

In the Kean proceedings yesterday morn- 
Charles H. Pope was the first to speak. He 
assailed the position of Mr. Mayer as attorney 
for the thirty-day depositors. Charles Hughes 
of Monticelio, attorney for Royer, who se- 
cured the holding of Kean to the grand jury, 
followed. He ostensibly opposed the petition 
of the thirty-day creditors. 

Mr. Morris of Morris & Ganse premised hts 
argument against Mr. Mayer's petition by 
asserting that the greater part of Mr. Mayer’s 
argument of Saturday was obtained from the 
brief of Tenney, Church & Coffeen in the 


Mr. Mayer appeared for the bank in opposi- 
tion to the line of argument he has pursued in 
the matter of S. A. Kean's creditors. 

“Inasmuch,” said Mr. Morris, “as Mr. 
Mayer’s view in the case of the Union Na- 
tional Bank inst Goetz was supported by 
the Appellate four I will read from his brief 
the arguments applicable to the matter at bar 
in support of the demurrer.”’ 


Precedent Against Precedent. 


This Mr. Motris proceeded to do, Mr. 
Mayer’s former precedents offsetting many 
advanced by him in the Kean matter. Mr. 
Morris’ argument was principally to the point 
that the posits made in the bank thirty 
days prior to the failure had been so merged 
with other receipts and assets as to wholly 
lose their. identity and were therefore not re- 
coverable either at law or equity. 

Mr. Mayer in answer said that the Goetz 
case and that at bar were unlike. In the case 
adjudicated and from which Mr. Morris cited 
Goetz had borrowed money from the bank 
and was an actual debtor and not a depositor. 
The Appellate Court made a distinction be- 
tween debtor and creditor and banker and 
depositor in its final judgment. 

Mr. Shaffner, for the Prettyman assignee, 
followed Mr. Morris, in opposition to fhe pe- 
tition and in support of Mr. Baldwin s demur- 
rer. The speaker advanced the theory that 
the statute making the reception of deposits 
within thirty days of a bank's assignment 
was purely a criminal law collateral to 
and not superior to the civil law on the sub- 
ject of assignments. .He read the statute gov- 
erning assignments prohibiting the preference 
of creditors, as the criminal statute as con- 
strued by Mr. Mayer would do. In the Fret- 
tyman case, Mr. Shaffner said, there was but 
$1.000 cash on hand when the assignee as- 
sumed charge. Now the amount reaches $50,- 
000, and has been produced by the payment of 
bills receivable. These were in existence 
months before the failure, and were not assets 
in any sense created by money receivéd with- 
in the thirty days prior to the failure. 

“To say nothing of the law prohibiting 
preferences,“ said Mr. Shaffner, it would be 
manifestly inequitable to give this money to 
thirty-day depositors.” 

Argument of Kean’s Attorney. 

John J. Arney succeeded Mr. Shaffner in 
opposition to the. petition of the thirty-day 
depositors, and in turn gave way to Mr. Gross- 
cup, who represented S. A. Kean, the assignor. 
Mr. Grosscup, like his predecessors, took the 
view that it would be grossly unjust to give
